MR. HOOVER’S CHOICE 


Iresident Hoover says he is opposed to suspend- 
ing the December 15th payments on war debts, as 
“no facts have been presented by the debtor gov- 
ernments which would justify such postponement 

The Government of Great Britain is to present 
fects which it thinks would justify the extensiun 
asked for. One of the “facts” is likely to be the 
effect that a refusal to suspend the payment would 
have on the British pound 


It has been predicted in informed quarters that 
the pound will in that case drop to $3.00, taking 
other non-gold currencies with it. The pound 
slipped down ten cents during the last month, per- 
haps in anticipation that Washington would refuse 
to extend the December payment. 

A further slump in the value of the pound would 
be bad for United States trade. United States ex- 
porters selling goods in Britain would get less for 
them. And British manufacturers would undersell 
Unit:d States manufscturers still more heavily all 
around the worid. 

Mr. Hoover, it has been suggested, does not want 
to suspend the debt instalment because that would 
not be popular and would not help the Republicans 
to get back into power when another chance comer 

The President may disappoint those who sup- 
pose he is giving first consideration to political 
reactions. He may think. when the facts are pre- 
sented, that it would be better to prevent losing 
what foreign trade the United States has left than 
to try to improve a party outlook that could hard!: 
be any worse than it is

director of Armstrong Whitworth and Co., and at 
that time in charge of the mine. It was to let me 
know that the Dolly Varden had that day shipped 
five thousand ounces of silver, Coming as it did 
on the heels of the conversation about the joys 
and perils of mountain climbing, my sister had read 
it as meaning that her young niece had that day 
slipped five thousand feet down into some moun- 
tain chasm 

The United Farmers of Manitoba have asked 
Parliament to stablize the Canadian dollar the 
sterling pound. They suggest that the old relation 
of $4.86.66 to the gold gound should be the stat lis- 
ed relation of the dollar to the English sterling 
pound. They call the reform they ask for “Hitch- 
ing the Dollar to the Pound” 

The Convention did two other remarkable things 
They turned down a resolution asking for a wheat 
bonus on the 1932 crop, and they rejected a resolu- 
tion asking for a government payment of 50 cents 
an acre to farmers who suffered crop failures in 
1931 and 1932. They made it clear that they are 
not asking for charity or relief; what they want is 
the means of stablizing their industry by making 
sure that both sides of their ledgers are in syn- 
chronised currencies

On the same day that the United Farmers of 
Manitoba held their convention and passed their 
currency stabilization resolution, Parliament voted 
down the amendment of Mr. C. G. Copte, MP. for 
Macleod, that ratification of the Anglo-Canadian 
trade treaty be contingent on the establishment of 
parity between the Canadian dollar and the English 
pound. Sympathy with the proposal was, however, 
expressed by Hon. H. H. Stevens. Minister of Trade 
and Commerce. Mr. Stevens was chairman of the 
committee at the Imperial Conference, which form- 
ulated the monetary resolutions. He pointed out 
that the Economie Conference har sent the ques- 
tion of currency parity over to the forthcoming 
Internationa! Economic Conference He frankly 
stated his own belief that stabilization must be 
sought after, and that until sOme change is made 
the farmers of Canada cannot be expected to liqui- 
date their debts 

The farmer who transforms the earth's fertility 
into food, is the foundation of civilization. Upon 
his back ride the merchants, the industrialists, the 
bankers and brokers, and the whole army of white 
collar men. Sometimes he draws unfair compar- 
isons of his lot by omitting to state that he gets 
nis food and rent and fue! out of luis business while 
the city worker pays for every item. But who can 
gainsay his contention that today he is at the mercy 
of the influences that contro! currencies and make 
money plentiful, and cheap or scarce and dear 
they elect 

Dr. Pau! Einzeg, financial journalist and econ- 
omist, in his book on Montagu Norman, governor 
of the Bank fo England, discioses in e eulogy that 
one feels is clever satire, how the Governor of the 
Bank of England, like other nafional ban takes 


a@s 


a hand in foreign policies, and supports or non- 
supports as it suits him, the stability of the franc 
or the pound 


Here “in Canada, wedged in between the high 
Sam end the low pound of Johr 
Bull who buys our wheat, the Canadian farmer 
in @ parlous state. He sells at prices determined by 
a@ low currency and faces demands for payment of 
debis in values determined by a high currency 
If the Canadian dollar was stablized at $4.86 the 
Canadian wheat grower would have virtually an- 
other 20 cents a bushe! for his grein. At todays 
prices he only gets $3.30 when the English pounc 
is changed into Canadian dollars. If he were to 
get $4.66 instead of $3.30 it would make al! the 
difference between working at a loss or working at 
a profit. He would have something left over after 
peying Jor seed and labor, with which to pay taxes 
and reduce his debts. It would make him a con- 
sumer of manufactured commodities once more and 
take men off the streets and put them to work in 
factories 

True, the usurers would be paid their interest in 
dollars that would have only about three times in- 
stead of four times the purchasing value of the dol- 
lars they had loaned, but even they might be per- 
suaded not to kill the goose that lays the golden 
eggs 

Its a sign of the times when farmers in con- 
vention cease asking for a handout ahd request 
that money be stabilized so that they can have a 
chance to work their way out into prosperity once 
more
